Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1971. 

Vital  Statistics 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  fell  from  A0,490  in  1970 
to  40,240. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  rose  to  15*8  compared  with  15*7 
in  1970  and  the  illegitimacy  rate  rose  from  7%  to  99^  as  compared 
with  %%  for  England  and  Wales.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate 
has  increased  to  24  from  19  in  1970  and  the  figure  is  high  com¬ 
pared  with  22  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  4^0  deaths  in  1971  giving  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  13*2  as  compared  with  11,6  for  Ihgland  and  Wales.  Of 
these  450  deaths,  126  were  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  i.e. 

28^.  In  1970,  23 .6^  were  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease.  The 
second  largest  cause  of  death  is  cerebrovascular  disease,  causing 
a  total  of  61  deaths.  During  the  war  years  1940  -  1946  there  was 
a  reduction  (nationally)  in  the  incidence  of  deaths  due  to  cere¬ 
brovascular  disease  which  has  not  been  maintained.  One  cannot 
help  but  feel  that  the  return  to  a  very  much  higher  standard  of 
living  -  particularly  nutritionally  -  has  led  to  this  increase 
in  the  death  rate  from  cerebrovascular  disease. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  mortality  statistics  it  is  encour¬ 
aging  to  note  that  there  v/as  a  fall  in  the  number  of  road  traffic 
accidents  in  Sutton-in-Ashf ield,  to  339  as  compared  with  3^7  in 
1970,  Six  people  were  killed  and  60  seriously  injured.  Three  of 
the  fatalities  were  drivers  and  five  were  in  the  age  group  I6  to 
60  years.  Only  one  was  over  60  years  old.  Although  this  fall  is 
encouraging  it  is  still  339  too  many  accidents  and  if  ever  there 
was  a  really  preventable  disease  it  is  that  due  to  road  accidents. 

In  spite  of  the  constant  reminders  on  posters  "Don't  ask  a 
Man  (or  come  to  that  a  woraani)  to  Drink  and  Drive",  and  in  spite 
of  the  breathalyser  tests  there  still  seems  to  be  a  feeling  at 
large  that  it  is  just  a  high  joke  and  one  just  goes  on  drinking, 
and  driving  badly.  Constantly  people  drive  at  high  speeds  in 
conditions  of  poor  visibility  flashing  their  lights  at  traffic  in 
front,  simply  because  they  will  not  wait.  They  pass  from  lane 
to  lane  without  warning  and  never  looking  to  see  what  comes  behind. 

Constantly  the  R.S.P.C.A.  is  asking  people  not  to  leave  their 
animals  running  loose  -  be  it  farm  animals  or  pets.  Animals  stray¬ 
ing  onto  roads  cause  accidents.  There  is  a  law  which  allows  the 
owner  to  be  heavily  fined  -  and  yet  constantly  it  happens. 

If  offenders  were  sentenced  to  serve  three  months  of  a  year 
with  the  County  Ambulance  Service,  or  a  Hospital  Flying  Squad,  I 
think  there  would  be  far  less  accidents. 
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Infectious  Diseases  and  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Measles 

15  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  197'!  1  as  compared  with 
55^  in  1970  and  52  in  1969. 

This  year  we  would  have  expected  a  fall,  but  the  incidence  has 
fallen  v/ell  below  that  in  1969i  i.e*  15  instead  of  52.  One  feels 
that  this  is  a  result  of  the  vaccination  campaign,  and  that  if  the 
response  relaxed  the  numbers  would  immediately  rise  again. 

Smallpox 

It  is  notable  that  during  197^1  the  Secretary  of  State  accep¬ 
ted  the  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee  that  vaccination  against 
Smallpox  need  no  longer  be  recommended  as  a  routine  procedure  in 
childhood.  Travellers  to  and  from  countries  where  smallpox  is 
endemic  must  be  vaccinated. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

The  number  of  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  fell  to  I8  from 
46  in  1970*  Food  Handlers  suffering  from  the  disease  and  in  direct 
contact  with  are  excluded  from  work,  and  compensation  paid. 

German  Measles  (Rubella) 

During  197'1  a  campaign  for  vaccination  against  German  Measles 
began  and  vaccination  was  offered  to  girls  between  13  and  14  years 
old. 

The  overall  number  of  children  vaccinated  is  recorded  in  the 
Report. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  -  Section  47 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  action  needed  to  be  taken  under 
the  Act  during  1971* 


I  would  like  to  thank  all  Members  in  the  Health  Department  and 
other  Departments  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  the  General  Practitioners  for  their  help 
and  co-operation. 

During  the  year  the  new  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act 
became  established.  It  has  not  been  easy  to  explain  to  members  of 
the  public  "what  belongs  where"  but  I  am  grateful  to  the  Area  Social 
Services  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Health 
Department  in  dealing  particularly  with  the  problems  of  the  aged, 
handicapped  and  children. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Holland,  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Although  excess  of  births  over  deaths  v/as  173»  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  showed  a  decrease  of  2^0,  There 
were  19  less  deaths  and  1  birth  less  than  in  1970* 


Births 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  slightly  lower 
for  legitimate  births  at  l4.3  compared  with  14,6  last  year.  The 
rate  for  illegitimate  births  increased  from  1.1  in  1970  to  1.3  in 
1971*  The  total  birth  rate  of  13*8  was  lower  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  at  I6.OO. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births 
was  higher  at  9?^  compared  with  7^  last  year,  this  is  higher  than 
8^  for  England  and  Wales. 

74^  of  notified  births  were  in  hospital  to  which  430  mothers 
were  admitted. 


Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  in  1971»  the  last  one  being  in 

1969. 


Premature  Births 

Thirty-one  of  the  623  infants  born  alive  were  premature  by 
weight  and  included  four  sets  of  twins.  Three  of  the  births  were 
at  home.  In  1970  there  was  a  total  of  43  premature  births. 

There  were  six  deaths  compared  with  three  last  year.  Four 
of  the  six  deaths  were  in  the  second  lightest  weight  group,  birth 
weights  ranged  from  1.00  kgms.  to  1.39  kgms.,  the  other  two  infants 
weighed  2,12  kgms.  and  2.13  kgms. 

The  Survival  rate  was  80^  compared  with  93%  in  1970.

Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 

There  were  seven  infant  deaths,  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
rate  was  11  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with  l8  for  England 
and  Wales  and  17*3  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire. 

None  of  these  were  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  as  illegitimate. 

All  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  period  under  one  week  of 
age,  and  all  were  under  24  hours. 


Only  one  of  the  seven  confinements  took  place  at  home.

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There  were  two  suicides  compared  with  three  in  1970,  one  male 
aged  36  years  and  one  female  aged  67  years.  One  death  v/as  due  to 
a  barbiturate  overdose  whilst  the  balance  of  the  person's  mind  was 
disturbed  and  the  second  suicide  was  attributed  to  asphyxia  due  to 
hanging. 

Fatal  accidents,  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents,  but 
including  accidents  in  the  home,  totalled  10,  compared  v/ith  4  last 
year.  Two  females  aged  73  years  and  86  years  and  one  male  aged 
90  years  died  from  accidental  fracture  neck  of  femure  resulting  from 
falls  in  the  home.  There  were  three  further  accidents  in  the  home, 
one  female  aged  77  years,  two  males  aged  80  years  and  83  years.  One 

male  aged  71  years  died  from  accidental  extensive  scalds  and  another 

male  aged  39  years  died  of  shock  from  burns.  In  addition  a  further 

male  aged  83  years  died  of  shock  from  multiple  injuries.  Asphyxia 

due  to  the  inhalation  of  smoke  caused  the  death  of  one  female  aged 
84  years.

The  Unwin  Road  Works  have  continued  to  produce  final 
effluents  within  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Trent  River 
Authority.  The  heated  sludge  digestion  plant  was  brought  into 
full  use,  and  since  March,  197'!  has  operated  solely  on  sewage  gas 
produced  in  the  process.  During  the  summer  the  digested  sludge 
dried  well,  and  the  smell  troubles  of  the  past  few  years  were 
eliminated. 

The  Skegby  Works  has  suffered  as  a  result  of  subsidence 
due  to  mining  operations  under  and  adjacent  to  the  site,  and  the 
effluent  quality,  particularly  in  times  of  high  flows,  has  been 
fairly  inconsistent.  Consultations  have  taken  place  with  the 
National  Coal  Board  on  this  question,  and  it  is  expected  that 
steps  will  be  taken  to  bring  the  plant  back  to  a  reasonable 
condition  as  quickly  as  possible  when  the  settlement  has  been 
completed. 

The  new  works  at  Huthwaite  was  brought  into  operation 
early  in  197'1i  ^nd  although  a  number  of  ’’teething”  troubles  have 
been  experienced,  a  good  effluent  quality  has  been  achieved. 

All  sludge  from  this  works  is  being  tankered  to  Unwin  Road  for 
treatment  through  the  digestion  plant. 


Rainfall

Overcrowding 


Five  households  were  investigated  for  alleged  overcrowding 
during  the  year. 

Two  were  legally  overcrowded  and  in  both  cases  letters  were 
sent  to  the  Housing  Department  requesting  early  rehousing  of  the 
families;  one  application  was  withdrawn  and  the  other  is  awaiting 
rehousing. 

A  further  two  cases  were  not  legally  overcrowded  but  bedroom 
accommodation  in  both  instances  was  inadequate.  Letters  were  sent 
to  the  Housing  Department  drawing  their  attention  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  sleeping  arrangements;  one  application  was  withdrawn  and 
one  family  has  been  rehoused. 

In  the  other  case  the  house  unit  was  not  overcrowded  but  the 
letting  unit  was.  This  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and 
the  family  is  now  waiting  to  be  rehoused.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  197'' •  The  detailed  stat¬ 
istics  of  the  work  done  under  the  various  sections  are  shown  under 
the  specific  headings  in  the  report, 

A  large  smoke  control  area  in  the  Sutton  Junction  district  was 
confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  in  May,,  to 
operate  in  the  Autumn  of  1972,  and  at  this  time  a  third  of  tne  prop¬ 
erties  in  the  Urban  district  will  be  subject  to  smoke  control  orders. 
Another  area  in  Skegby  was  declared  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
and  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation.  It  is  with 
regret  that  I  have  to  report  that  at  the  present  moment  no  further 
smoke  control  areas  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  due  to  govern¬ 
ment  restrictions  imposed  on  capital  expenditure.  Smoke  control 
areas  and  housing  improvements  should  proceed  unhindered,  and  I  must 
confess  that  I  fail  to  see  any  valid  reason  why  house  improvement 
grants  proceed  without  any  hint  of  financial  restriction,  and  yet 
smoke  control  programmes  have  to  line  up  in  the  queue  for  capital 
projects.  Progress  in  this  sphere  was  continuing  smoothly  until 
this  latest  financial  set  back,  and  it  happened  at  the  time  when 
the  smoke  control  programme  was  being  carefully  geared  to  join  up 
the  controlled  areas  in  Sutton  and  Skegby  by  declaring  a  new  area 
of  that  part  of  the  town  including  Dalestorth  Street  and  Redcliffe 
Street  along  with  parts  of  Priestsic  Road  and  Stoneyford  Road,  I 
sincerely  hope  that  next  year  v/ill  see  a  considerable  easement  of 
those  financial  restrictions.  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  are 
many  householders  who  wish  to  be  included  in  smoke  control  areas, 
as  they  are  now  most  anxious  to  modernize  their  heating  arrange¬ 
ments,  Quite  naturally,  they  want  the  financial  assistance  of 
the  grants  which  are  only  allowable  under  thdse  smoke  control  ord¬ 
ers  which  have  been  officially  declared  and  confirmed  under  the 
Act. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Housing  has  continued  to  receive 
much  attention,  particularly  since  the  District  was  scheduled  as 
an  Intermediate  Area  and  the  75%  improvement  grants  are  available 
to  owners  and  owner  occupiers  to  modernize  their  properties.  This 
is  the  most  generous  financial  assistance  ever  offered  for  housing 
improvements  and  there  is  now  every  possible  inducement  to  owners 
to  modernize  and  repair  properties  to  give  them  a  further  life 
span  of  30  years.  During  this  year  under  review  a  total  of  107 
grants  were  given  and  a  total  of  1,641  houses  in  the  Urban  District 
have  now  been  brought  up  to  standard  with  the  aid  of  grants.  At 
the  time  of  preparation  of  this  Report  the  requests  for  visits  reg¬ 
arding  improvements  are  increasing  considerably  and  it  appears  that 
with  the  limited  period  available  for  the  increased  grants  we  shall 
have  to  allocate  priority  of  time  for  improvement  work  to  ensure 
that  applicants  do  not  miss  the  full  financial  advantages  offered 
at  the  present  time. 
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Tlie  Department  is  now  becoming  more  involved  in  the  problems 
of  industrial  noise.  The  pattern  of  industrial  procedure  and  act¬ 
ivity  is  changing  rapidly.  V/orking  hours  are  extending  by  extra 
shifts,  techniques  are  different,  and  some  of  the  machinery  now 
being  installed,  although  of  a  much  more  sophisticated  pattern  is 
not  necessarily  quieter  in  operation.  Residents  in  the  near  vicin¬ 
ity  are  now  becoming  more  consciaus  of  the  disturbance,  particu¬ 
larly  from  those  factories  which  are  working  round  the  clock. 
Remedies  are  not  always  easily  found  and  can  be  very  expensive. 
Closer  liasion  with  the  Factory  Inspectorate  is  now  needed  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  these  problems,  as  we  automatically  become  involved  with 
the  conditions  of  the  v/orkers  on  the  factory  floor,  as  well  as  the 
rights  of  the  nearby  residents  who  demand,  and  rightly  so,  a  reason 
able  number  of  hours  peace  and  quiet  after  their  own  day's  work. 


I  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  all  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  support  and  encouragement.

The  service  has  worked  smoothly  all  through  the  yeror  and 
there  have  been  no  serious  arrears  other  than  those  normally  after 
the  statutory  Bank  Holidays. 

The  full  administration  of  Work  Study  technique  is  now  app¬ 
lied  throughout  the  whole  of  this  particular  part  of  the  cleans¬ 
ing  services  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  all  the  labour  force  is 
used  to  full  working  capacity.  The  advantages  of  the  present  sys¬ 
tem  of  measured  work  does  facilitate  the  increased  service  demands 
as  the  housing  estates  develop.  V/e  had  to  cope  with  the  new  shop¬ 
ping  precinct  and  covered  market,  and  it  would  now  appear  that  it 
is  a  good  policy  in  many  instances  to  encourage  the  introduction 
of  the  bulk  container  system,  which  is  particularly  useful  in 
shopping  precincts  where  space  in  the  servicing  areas  is  often 
somewhat  limited,  particularly  when  there  is  an  influx  of  vehicles 
delivering  to  the  shops.  I  feel  that  the  bulk  container  system 
can  be  usefully  applied  to  schools  and  hospitals,  and  this  matter 
is  due  to  be  investigated  further. 

We  still  have  a  very  heavy  demand  for  the  removal  of  bulky 
refuse  from  domestic  dwellings,  and  we  are  convinced  that  this 
service  considerably  reduces  the  indiscriminate  tipping  on  open 
land  and  road  verges.
